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Local Green 
running for 
Congress

On the first day she was eligible to, 
Mendocino resident Carol Wolman filed 
papers Friday and announced her intention 
to seek the Green Party’s nomination for 
Rep. Mike Thompson’s (D-Napa) Ist 
Congressional District seat. 

Wolman has lived in 
Mendocino County 
since 1980 with her hus- 
band of 28 years, Bob 
Clapsadle, and her two 
children, Jacob and 
Hannah Clapsadle, the 
latter of which is her 
campaign treasurer. She 
is a psychiatrist who 
runs a private practice 
and works with 
Mendocino County 
Mental Health as the 
organization’s only pri- 
vate contractor. 

Wolman completed her undergraduate 
studies at Ratcliffe College, her graduate 
studies at Harvard Medical, interned at 
Stanford University and performed her res- 
idency at the University of Pennsylvania. 
She was the president of Physicians for 
Social Responsibility, a board member of 
the Agape Foundation and started the 
Nuclear Peace Action Group in 1999, 
which has since turned into the Mendocino 
Peace and Justice Center. 

She said she has been active in the 
Green Party on and off for 20 years, run- 
ning in 2006 as an independent write-in 
candidate for the same seat. 

“The Green Party sort of drafted me this 
time,” she said. “I have held no previous 
political office, but I have spent time lob- 
bying in Washington.” 

Wolman is currently the co-chair of 
Impeach Bush/Cheney. She said one of her 
main concerns this election cycle is the 
expulsion of the pair before they leave 
office in early 2009. 

“They really have committed a lot of 
crimes,” she said. “Every member of 
Congress takes an oath to support and 
defend the Constitution of the United 
States against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic.” 

Rep. Dennis Kucinich (D-Ohio) made 
headlines in April when he introduced 
House Resolution 333 that, if passed, 
would impeach Cheney for manipulating 
intelligence to fabricate a threat of Iraqi 
weapons of mass destruction, alleging a 
relationship between Iraq and al Qaeda and 
threatening aggression against Iran despite

Snow shuts down 101

Close to four inches of wet snow fell on the 
northern half of the county Thursday night, 
blanketing the hills and causing no end of trou- 
ble for drivers and emergency personnel. 

California Highway Patrol Officer Chad 
Ramsey said the CHP responded to five traffic 
collisions in and around Willits Thursday 
night, including one on the Willits grade near 
the Howard Forest CalFire station. Two drivers 
received minor injuries and one major injuries. 

The most serious accident occurred on State 
Route 162 outside of Covelo, and resulted in 
injuries ranging from minor to major. 

According to CHP reports, 62-year-old John 
Anderson, assistant chief of the Covelo 
Volunteer Fire Department and his two passen- 
gers, Elaine Glass, 47, and Lucas Glass 11, 
both of Covelo, were injured when the 1986 
Chevy S-10 they were in went off the roadway. 

The truck went 100 feet off the roadway 
down a steep embankment and came to a stop 
in a ditch out of sight of the road. 

Lucas Glass, who sustained minor injuries, 
took Anderson’s fire radio, climbed back up to 
the roadway and radioed for help. 

Mendocino County sheriff’s deputies, CHP 
officers and firefighters from Covelo, 
Laytonville and Willits/Little Lake fire depart- 
ments responded to the scene, according to 
CHP reports. 

Elaine Glass and Anderson were extricated

from the truck and taken to Howard Memorial 
Hospital for treatment. Anderson suffered 
major injuries in the crash; Elaine Glass suf- 
fered minor to moderate injuries, according to 
CHP reports. 

“All the other ones just drove off the road 
and got stuck,” Ramsey said. 

There were reports of as many as seven cars 
skidding off the road on the grade and having 
to be cleared out by tow trucks. Ramsey said 
the total number was far too many to count. 

“Every tow company in the county was 
called out,” he said. 

By 6:30 p.m., the CHP had closed a 16-mile 
stretch of Highway 101 that runs through 
Willits to halt potential future accidents. 

“That’s what they needed to do, get the road 
closed,” said Willits/Little Lake Fire Capt. 
Carl Magann. 

The fire department also had a busy night, 
pulling people from cars and getting drivers 
out of the accident zone. 

“People were just unprepared for it,” 
Magann said. 

Highway 101 remained closed until 1:30 


a.m., Ramsey said. The CHP also closed 
Highway 175 between 10 a.m. and 1 a.m. 
because of snow. 

By Friday morning, the roads were clear 
and the California Department of 
Transportation had called out plows to help 
clear snow off the roadway. What snow did 
remain had retreated into the hills but the 
National Weather Service was still advising 
drivers of winter road conditions because of 
ice on the highway. 

A cold front from Alaska, coupled with 
warm wet air in the valley, brought the snow to 
the county and was expected to bring more to 
higher elevations throughout Friday, according 
to reports from the NWS. 

Additional snow is not expected through the 
weekend, although rain is likely to continue in 
Ukiah. Daytime temperatures will be in the 
upper 40s and low 50s; overnight temperatures 
are expected to be in the mid to upper 30s, 
according to NWS reports. 

In total, the storm is expected to dump more 
than two inches of rain on Ukiah. 

The valley had received close to half-an- 
inch by Friday morning. 

On the coast, the NWS was warning of high 
winds as another warm-front moves in off the 
ocean and had put a small craft advisory in 
effect through Monday afternoon.

2121, which requires the State Water Resources 
Control Board to adopt guidelines to determine 
how much water must remain in streams to protect 


Under California law, the state acts as a 
guardian of all streams used for aquatic habitat, 
recreation and navigation. It is the state’s job to 
balance the needs of other uses against environ- 


private use. 

If adopted, the guidelines would apply to water 
diversions from streams in Mendocino County as 
well as streams in Sonoma, Marin and Napa coun- 
ties. 

The water board has released a draft policy that 
is open for public review for the next 45 days. 
That draft policy is available at the state water 
board’s Web site at http://www.waterrights.ca. gov.

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Bush uses ‘pocket veto’ to reject defense policy bill

CRAWFORD, Texas — President 
Bush on Friday used a “pocket veto” 
to reject a sweeping defense bill 
because he dislikes a provision that 
would expose the Iraqi government 
to expensive lawsuits seeking dam- 
ages from the Saddam Hussein era. 

In a statement, Bush said the leg- 
islation “would imperil billions of 
dollars of Iraqi assets at a crucial 
juncture in that nation’s reconstruc- 
tion efforts.” 

The president’s objections were 
focused on a provision deep within 
legislation that sets defense policy 
for the coming year and approves 
$696 billion in spending, including 
$189 billion for the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Also in the legislation 
were improved veterans benefits and 
tighter oversight of contractors and 
weapons programs. 

The pocket veto means that troops 
will get a 3 percent raise Jan. 1

instead of the 3.5 percent authorized 
by the bill. 

Bush’s decision to use a pocket 
veto, announced while vacationing at 
his Texas ranch, means the legisla- 
tion will die at midnight Dec. 31. 
This tactic for killing a bill can be 
used only when Congress is not in 
session. 

The House last week adjourned 
until Jan. 15; the Senate returns a 
week later but has been holding 
brief, often seconds-long pro forma 
sessions every two or three days to 
prevent Bush from making appoint- 
ments that otherwise would need 
Senate approval. 

Brendan Daly, spokesman for 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D- 
Calif., said, “The House rejects any 
assertion that the White House has 
the authority to do a pocket veto.” 

When adjourning before 


Christmas, the House instructed the 
House clerk to accept any communi- 
cations — such as veto messages— 
from the White House during the 
monthlong break. 

A Democratic congressional aide 
pointed out that a pocket veto cannot 
be overridden by Congress and 
allows Bush to distance himself from 
the rejection of a major Pentagon bill 
in a time of war. 

In a message to Congress, the 
president said he was sending the bill 
and his outline of objections to the 
House clerk “to avoid unnecessary 
litigation about the non-enactment of 
the bill that results from my with- 
holding approval, and to leave no 
doubt that the bill is being vetoed.” 

Democratic aides said they have 
not ruled out any legislative options, 
including dropping the language on 
lawsuits against Iraq and sending the 


rest of the bill back to Bush. 

The sponsor of the contested pro- 
vision, Sen. Frank Lautenberg, D- 
N.J., said the provision would allow 
“American victims of terror to hold 
perpetrators accountable — plain 
and simple.” 

Senate Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky called on 
lawmakers to “move rapidly to fix 
this section” when Congress returns 
in January so that the underlying bill 
can be signed. 

Democratic congressional leaders 
complained that Bush’s move was a 
last-minute stunt because he had 
never indicated his intention to veto 
the bill. 

Bush aides said they had signaled 
concern about the controversial pro- 
vision for weeks, although there had 
been no formal veto threat. They said 
their concern grew urgent recently 


after a legal review and feedback 
from U.S. diplomats in Iraq and Iraqi 
leaders. 

The disputed section of the bill 
would reshape Iraq’s immunity to 
lawsuits, exposing the new govern- 
ment to litigation in U.S. courts 
stemming from treatment of 
Americans in Iraq during Saddam’s 
reign. Even cases that had once been 
rejected could be refiled. 

Bush’s aides warned of a dire sce- 
nario — a rush of litigation that 
could freeze tens of billions of dol- 
lars in Iraqi assets being held in U.S. 
banks. Money at the heart of the Iraqi 
rebuilding effort would be tied up in 
court, potentially halting the very 
stabilization efforts that could get 
U.S. troops home faster, the aides 
said. 

Yet Democrats fumed that Bush 
could have worked out the technical 
fix sooner if he had wanted, without 
rejecting an entire bill that contains 
extra help and money for troops.

Pakistan’s government says 
an al-Qaida operative was 
behind Bhutto assassination 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — Pakistan’s 
government announced it had evidence that an 
al-Qaida operative was behind the assassina- 
tion of Benazir Bhutto, who was laid to rest 
Friday as the army tried to quell a frenzy of 
rioting that left 27 people dead less than two 
weeks before national elections. 

The government, led by President Pervez 
Musharraf, also said Bhutto was not killed by 
gunshots or shrapnel as originally claimed. 
Instead, it said her skull was shattered by the 
force of a suicide bomb blast that slammed her 
against a lever in her car’s sunroof. 

The new explanations by the government in 
the death of Bhutto, Musharraf’s most power- 
ful foe in the elections, were part of a rapidly 
evolving political crisis. The rioting by 
Bhutto’s furious supporters raised concerns 
that this nuclear-armed nation, plagued by 
chaos and the growing threat from Islamic mil- 
itants even before the killing, was in danger of 
spinning out of control. 

Pentagon officials said Friday they have 
seen nothing to give them any worries about 
the state of Pakistan’s nuclear arsenal. 

While many grieving Pakistanis turned to 
violence, hundreds of thousands paid their last 
respects to the popular opposition leader as she 
was placed beside her father in a marble mau- 
soleum in the Bhutto ancestral village in south- 
ern Sindh province. 


Chicago, NYC see the lowest 
number of homicides 
in more than 40 years 


NEW YORK (AP) — Chicago and New 
York are about to close out 2007 with the low- 
est number of homicides in more than 40 years, 
while cities such as Baltimore, Atlanta and 
Miami have seen killings go up because of 
what police say is a surge in guns and gang 
violence. 

New York City reported 488 slayings as of 
Friday, versus 596 for all of 2006. The city is 
on track to have the lowest number of killings 
since reliable record-keeping started in 1963. 


Homicides in New York reached an all-time 
high of 2,245 in 1990, making the city the 
nation’s murder capital. Since then, the num- 
bers have plummeted, and experts attribute the 
decline in part to computerized tracking of 
crime trends and the practice of strategically 
flooding high-crime areas with police officers 
instead of spreading them evenly through the 
precincts. 

Chicago is on track to have the lowest homi- 
cide toll since 1965, when police reported 395 
killings. The city had logged 435 slayings 
through Dec. 26. In the early part of the 
decade, police often reported more than 600 a 
year. 

Chicago officials credit the improvement to 
their tough stance on gangs, guns and drugs. 


Guantanamo Bay terror 
convict from Australia freed 
from prison after 9 months 


ADELAIDE, Australia (AP) — An 
Australian who became the first person con- 
victed at an American war crimes trial since 
World War II was freed from prison on 
Saturday, after completing his U.S. imposed 
sentence. 

David Hicks, who was captured fighting 
with the Taliban in Afghanistan in December 
2001, pleaded guilty in March to providing 
material support to al-Qaida after more than 
five years at Guantanamo prison and returned 
to Australia to serve out his sentence. 

The 32-year-old former kangaroo skinner 
was released from South Australia state’s 
Yatala prison. He was met by his father and 
lawyer and driven away ina civilian car with a 
police escort. He was expected to make a state- 
ment later Saturday. 

His father, Terry, said Hicks was likely to 
apologize for any inconvenience he has caused 
and to thank his supporters for helping to 
secure his release from Guantanamo Bay. 

“There'll be some sort of apology for what 
he’s supposed to have done and what people 
believe he’s done,” Terry Hicks said Friday. “It 
is important to him that he gets this message 
across and thanks everybody who has been 
supportive of him.” 


New-home sales fall to lowest 
level in more than a dozen years 


Recession fears heightened

WASHINGTON — The housing market 
plunged deeper into despair last month, with 
sales of new homes plummeting to their lowest 
level in more than 12 years. 

The slump worsened even more than most 
analysts expected, heightening fears that the 
country might be thrust into a recession. 

New-home sales tumbled 9 percent in 
November from October to a seasonally adjust- 
ed annual sales pace of 647,000, the Commerce 
Department reported Friday. That was the worst 
sales pace since April 1995. “It was ugly,” 
declared Richard Yamarone, economist at 
Argus Research. “It is the one sector of the 
economy that doesn’t show any signs of life. It 
doesn’t look like there is any resuscitation in 
store for housing over the next year,” he said. 

The housing picture turned out to be more 
grim than most anticipated. Many economists 
were predicting sales to decline by 1.8 percent 
to a pace of 715,000. 

By region, sales fell in all parts of the coun- 
try, except for the West. In the Midwest, new- 
home sales plunged 27.6 percent in November 
from October. Sales dropped 19.3 percent in the 
Northeast and fell 6.4 percent in the South. In 
the West, however, sales rose 4 percent. 

Over the last 12 months, new-home sales 
nationwide have tumbled by 34.4 percent, the 
biggest annual slide since early 1991, and stark 
evidence of the painful collapse in the once 
high-flying housing market. 

“T think you can classify what we are seeing 
in the housing market as a crash,” said Mark 
Zandi, chief economist at Moody’s 
Economy.com. “Sales and home prices are in a 
free fall. The downturn is intensifying.” 

The median sales price of a new home 
dipped to $239,100 in November. That is 0.4 
percent lower than a year ago. The median price 
is where half sell for more and half for less. 

On Wall Street, the Dow Jones industrials, 
after an erratic session, managed to squeeze out 
a small gain even as the grim home sales report 
added to some investors’ angst. The Dow 
closed up 6.26 points at 13,365.87. 

Would-be home buyers have found it more 
difficult to secure financing, especially for 
“jumbo” mortgages — those exceeding 


$417,000. The tighter credit situation is deepen- 
ing the housing slump. Unsold homes have 
piled up, which will force builders to cut back 
even more on construction and look for ways to 
sweeten the pot to lure prospective buyers. 

“A lot of borrowers are being disqualified for 
loans. If you can’t qualify for a mortgage the 
game is over. For those who do qualify, it takes 
longer to get loans,” said Brian Bethune, econ- 
omist at Global Insight. 

The housing market has been suffering 
through a severe slump following five years of 
record-breaking activity from 2001 through 
2005. Sales turned weak as did home prices. 
The boom-to-bust situation has increased dan- 
gers to the economy as a whole and has been 
especially hard on some homeowners. 

Foreclosures have soared to record highs and 
probably will keep rising. A drop in home 
prices left some people stuck with balances on 
their home mortgages that eclipsed the worth of 
their home. Other home buyers were clobbered 
as low introductory rates on their mortgages 
jumped to much higher rates, which they could- 
n’t afford. 

Problems in housing are expected to persist 
well into 2008 — a major election year. 

The housing and mortgage meltdowns have 
raised the odds that the country will fall into a 
recession. And, the situation has given 
Democrat and Republican politicians— includ- 
ing those who want to be the next president — 
plenty of opportunities to spread blame around. 

The economy’s growth is expected to have 
slowed sharply to a pace of just 1.5 percent or 
less in the final three months of this year. 
Former Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan recently warned that the economy is 
“getting close to stall speed.” The big worry is 
that the housing and credit troubles will force 
individuals to cut back on spending and busi- 
nesses to cut back on hiring and capital invest- 
ment, throwing the economy into a tailspin. 

To help bolster the economy, the Federal 
Reserve has sliced a key interest rate three times 
this year. Its latest rate cut, on Dec. 11, dropped 
the Fed’s key rate to 4.25 percent, a two-year 
low. Many economists are predicting the Fed 
will lower rates again when it meets in late 
January. “The risks are as high as they’ve ever 
been during this expansion that started in late 
2001 that the economy will fall into a reces- 
sion,” said Bethune.

MODESTO -- Isaac 
Samow’s ancestors have occu- 
pied Mesopotamia for millen- 
nia, surviving innumerable 
conquests and massacres. 

The headstones in the 
cemetery of his hometown 
near Mosul, Iraq, document 
centuries of his family’s histo- 
ry there, and the ancient ruins 
that dot the arid plain near the 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers 
tell of his people’s role in 
building humanity’s first 
cities. 

Yet another war is now 
threatening the survival of 
Assyrian culture and language 
-- a derivation of the tongue 
spoken by Jesus -- in its native 
land. 

Among the first converts to 
Christianity, thousands of 
Assyrians have fled since the 
U.S. invasion. Samow’s rela- 
tives are scattered through 
Canada, Australia, Denmark, 
New Zealand, Greece, 
Holland, England, Sweden 
and Germany. 

Others are refugees in 
Syria, Jordan, and inside Iraq, 
not knowing whether they can 
return to cities and towns 
carved into Sunni or Shiite 
enclaves. In such a climate, 


minorities like Assyrians 
Christians face an uncertain 
future. 


“My children speak my 
language, but what about my 
grandchildren?” Samow said 
from his home in Modesto. “If 
there are no Assyrians left in 
Mesopotamia, how will our 
culture live?” 

Successive waves of 
Assyrians have landed here in 
California’s Central Valley, 
beginning with those who fled 
a massacre by Turks near the 
end of World War I.

They were joined by fami- 
lies who escaped Iran when an 
Islamic revolution overthrew 
the monarchy in 1979, then by 
new arrivals escaping the first 
Gulf War, when Samow came 
here with his family. A similar 
Assyrian community also 
thrives in Chicago. 

But with their numbers 
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region where Iran, Iraq and 
Turkey meet, Assyrians here 
fear the current wave of 
migration could mark their 
end. Community leaders in 
the United States are working 
to support Assyrians back 
home. 

The Assyrian American 
Civic Club of Turlock is 
housed in a fortress-like hall

decorated with winged bulls 
that have human heads -- a 
traditional Assyrian protective 
figure known as a lamassus. 
An old map on the wall shows 
population centers that no 
longer exist. 

“Once, most villages in that 
area were Assyrian,” said the 
club’s president, Fred 
Betmaleck, who is Iranian- 
Assyrian. “Now there are very 
few left.” 

The club works to keep 
Assyrian culture alive by host- 
ing a radio station that plays 
Assyrian music and carries 
community news, and holds 
festivals, such as the Assyrian 
New Year’s celebration 
known as Kha-b-Nissan, in 
the spring. 

Members also raised 
money through dances and 
raffles to help Assyrians who 
remain in Iraq. 

“We try to help them stay 
there as much as possible, 
because when you leave, you 
never go back,” said 
Betmaleck. “We encourage 
them not to come, but when 
there’s persecution, what can 
you do?” 

For Isaac Samow, staying 
was just too risky an option. 

He and his wife took their 
seven children -- the youngest 
a l-year-old that Samow 
strapped to his back -- on a 
dangerous hike across the 
rugged snow-covered moun- 
tains between Iraq and 
Turkey. 

He spent all the money 
he’d saved from his job as a 
construction contractor to 
smuggle his family to the dirt- 
floor tents of a Turkish 
refugee camp, then to 
Istambul. They spent a year 
and a half in Greece before,

Darfur's doomsday 


Speaking the dreadful truth, Jean-Marie 
Guehenno, the U.N. undersecretary for peace- 
keeping, predicted on Nov. 26 that the 
Security Council's authorized 26,000 troops, 
police and specialized technical support due 
in Darfur on Jan. 1 will not make the deadline 
-- and may never. 

The reason: Sudan's genocidal president, 
Gen. Omar al-Bashir -- who agreed to let the 
rescuers into his sovereign nation -- is, as 
usual, breaking his word. He is insisting on 
banning certain countries from being part of 
the U.N.-African Union force, and he won't 
grant landing rights to aircraft transporting 
necessary support -- or open the port of 
Sudan. 

Moreover, should the mission ever actually 
get into his blood-soaked Darfur, he demands 
the right to shut down its communications 
while he continues his own military opera- 
tions, including his monstrous Arab militia, 
the Janjaweed. 

Furthermore, al-Bashir -- a master of creat- 
ing chaos by design -- will not allow the com- 
bined force to conduct night flights. U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon, finally 
learning that his one-on-one negotiations with 
this insidious general are futile, complained to 
The New York Times (Dec. 7) that "without 
the permission to operate the nighttime 
planes, we may not be able to operate, partic- 
ularly in cases of emergency, including med- 
ical evacuations." 

But that, Mr. Secretary-General, is precise- 
ly al-Bashir's intention. 

And Ki-moon is also discovering that al- 
Bashir is not the only obstructionist to bring- 
ing even minimal hope to the survivors in 
Darfur as the death toll and violence rise. He 
has appealed to countries purportedly con- 
cerned about the atrocities for 24 helicopters. 
But as of Dec. 7, he said, "I have not been able 
to get even one single helicopter commitment. 

. Without effective additional mobility 
capacity," he told Warren Hodge of The New 
York Times, "we will not be able to protect the 
civilians and even our own soldiers." 

Expressing surprise that the Western 
democracies can't -- or won't -- deliver the 24 
copters, including six attack helicopters, Gen. 
Martin Luther Agwai, the commander of the 
joint force, plaintively told Reuters: "I 
thought with all the suffering ... that the peo- 
ple would have lined up." 

Meanwhile, the impotent U.N. Security 
Council -- watching the failure of another of 
its many resolutions directing al-Bashir to 
please, sir, be nice, was recently told by the 
U.N. undersecretary for humanitarian affairs, 
John Holmes, that not only 280,000 black 
Africans have had to run from violence in 
Darfur this year but also the attacks on 
humanitarian workers have reached "unprece- 
dented levels." That results of course, in more 
of them leaving. 

These extraordinarily committed and 
courageous providers of food, medical aid and 
other essential support will not, however, vol- 
unteer to become martyrs to the scourge of 
unadulterated evil that al-Bashir and his 
accomplices are lustily sustaining. 

The general's Himmler-like subordinates 
are also ending access, John Holmes reported, 
to sections of Darfur "where there are tens of 
thousands of civilians in severe need." 

The other general -- who represents what is 
left of international civilization -- Agwai of 
the U.N.-African Union mission, said: "It was 
stated that by the end of August we would 
know all the troop contribution countries 
(apart from the invisible helicopters). Today 
we're in December. We don't know (all of the 
countries) so you can see how many months 
we are behind." 

When months turn into years, al-Bashir 
may well echo what Stalin was heard to say 
with satisfaction while he was going through 
a list of the Russians he was, for various rea- 
sons, sending to be executed: "Who is going 
to remember all this riffraff in 10 or 20 years 
time? No one." 

At the point the final solution has been 
accomplished in Darfur, how many around 
the world will take the time to mourn, howev- 
er briefly? Oh, there will be some memorial 
ceremonies here and there. But I very much 
doubt that anyone will once more -- after the 
Nazi Holocaust, Rwanda, the Belgian Congo 
and other disappearances of masses of muti- 
lated corpses around the world -- have the 
nerve to say, "Never again." 

Is there anything left that can be done? The 
only answer, as has been evident for a long 
time, is again underlined by the premier com- 
piler of the record of this return of the Dark 
Ages: Eric Reeves. 

"The key,” he now tells us again, "is China, 
which has unrivaled leverage (with al-Bashir). 
There is no chance that Khartoum (capital of 
Sudan) will be moved by other actors. ... Civil 
society must play the key role of demanding 
that China -- vulnerably exposed host of the 
2008 Olympics -- be pushed hard to use its 
massive influence on Khartoum to change the 
regime's behavior."

California focus 


TOM ELIAS 


aS A long lasting gift 


- to themselves 


Here at the height of the winter holiday season, it's 
easy as can be to spot people seeking generous gifts 
for themselves. 


For Californians contemplating the Feb. 5 primary 
election and the fast-approaching start of early absen- 
tee voting, there are 42 very obvious gift-seekers. 


These are the 18 state senators and 24 Assembly 
members who provided many of the Legislature's 
votes for creating the early presidential primary and 
now are pushing voters to give them another four or 
six years in office. 


For make no mistake, this is what the early 
February vote is really about. Yes, the early date will 
probably give California far more voice than it's had 
for decades in choosing the presidential nominees of 
both major parties. 


But for the people who set this up, Proposition 93 is 
the real point of the earliest-ever California balloting. 


It's about Fabian Núñez wanting six more years as 
Assembly speaker and Don Perata wishing for four 
more years at the helm of the state Senate. And many 
of their legislative minions also wanting to keep their 
snouts in the public trough. Despite serious questions 
about their ethics, neither of today's legislative leaders 
would have the slightest problem getting reelected 
indefinitely in their carefully gerrymandered districts - 
if they get the chance. 


As it now stands, both will be termed out at the end 
of next year, along with about one-third of their fellow 
lawmakers. Núñez, with only six total years of service, 
could conceivably run for a state Senate seat if one 
opens up, but none seems about to in his area. Perata's 
Sacramento career would simply be finished a year 
from now. 


Both would lose all the lucrative campaign contri- 
butions they spread around to colleagues to ensure 
support when leadership positions come up for new 
votes. Both would lose the opportunity to take luxuri- 
ous lobbyist-funded trips abroad. Imagine, no more 
$5,000 wine-buying excursions in Bordeaux, France 
for poor Fabian. No Louis Vuitton luggage bought 
with campaign dollars. 


So these guys and their colleagues created 
Proposition 93, which would limit service in the 
Legislature to 12 years, two less than the current limit 
of 14, but would allow that service all to be conducted 
in one house or the other, ending the present six-year 
Assembly limit and the eight-year maximum in the 
Senate. 


Plus, everyone now serving would be able to keep 
running for reelection until they reach that magic 12- 
year mark in one house or the other. Altogether, 42 
present legislators could get extensions under this 
measure, to be decided a convenient month or so 
before the filing deadline for the June primary election 
for state offices. 


Does anyone still wonder why the Legislature 
decided to have two primaries, rather than one, as has 
sufficed in all prior election years? 


One slight snafu: Because of the same ineptitude 
that creeps into so much of its work, the current crop 
of legislators wrote Proposition 93 so that legislators 
who were previously termed out can probably run 
again - so long as they didn't switch houses and serve 
the full 14-year maximum. Oops, that wasn't what the 
incumbents wanted - some of them might actually get 
unexpected primary election challenges. 


The current lawmakers say it ain't so, claiming ex- 
members of their club are excluded. But virtually 
every other lawyer reading their measure says that's 
wrong. The courts will eventually have to decide this 
one, but it seems likely Proposition 93 might provide 
at least a little less safety than the incumbents intend- 
ed. 


Still, any law that favors a small class over all oth- 
ers is a bad law. Yes, it makes sense to let lawmakers 
concentrate their service in one place and make better 
use of acquired experience. But no, it makes no sense 
to give a few men and women a free gift, just because 
they want it. 


In short, Proposition 93 is unjust because it would 
give Perata and those in his situation more time in 
office than others who have gone before or anyone 
who might come after. It's discrimination against any- 
one who doesn't belong to a small and exclusive class 
that simply wants to keep slurping money, privilege 
and power. 


Which means voters should decide to give them- 
selves a gift after the holiday season and reject this 
most self-serving of propositions.

with Red Cross help, they 
applied for asylum and were 
accepted into the United 
States in December 1992. 

Now, 15 years and another 
Iraq invasion later, the family 
is safe, but they worry about 
family members back home, 
and about the survival of their 
culture. 

“We feel this could be the 
end of a people who have sur- 
vived since Babylonian 
times,” said Zack Samow, 34, 
Isaac’s oldest son. “This could 
be the wave that pushes 
Assyrians out of their home- 
land for good.” 

Relatives and friends in 
Iraq have found menacing 
notes on their doors and heard 
of churches being bombed. 
The priest in Samow’s home- 
town of Telkaif disconnected 
his phone to stop the barrage 
of threats, the family said. 

As cities and towns are 


reshaped at gunpoint into 
homogenized Sunni, Shia or 
Kurdish territory, groups 
without their own militias or 
political power are left vulner- 
able to attacks, said Nina 
Shea, director of the Hudson 
Institute’s Center for 
Religious Freedom and a 
member of the USS. 
Commission on International 
Religious Freedom. 

Assyrian Christians and 
other ethnic and religious 
minorities have been particu- 
larly hard-hit by the sectarian 
violence, she said. Among 
those leaving are Jews; 
Sabean-Mandeans, who fol- 
low John the Baptist; Yazidis, 
ethnic Kurds whose religion 
precedes Christianity and 
Islam; Baha'i and Iraqi 
Turkmen, Shea said. 

They might dress different- 
ly from their Muslim neigh- 
bors, speak other languages 
and pursue businesses that 
make them stand out -- selling 
liquor, for example. In addi- 
tion to a construction busi- 
ness, Samow also ran three 


eating and drinking establish- 
ments in Iraq. 

Besides their religion, the 
fact that many speak English 
and work as translators means 
they’re also often seen as sid- 
ing with the United States, 
said Bill Frelick, refugee poli- 
cy director for Human Rights 
Watch. 

“They’re not just being 
hunted down because of their 
religious identity,” Frelick 
said. “Many of them are 
regarded as being pro- 
Western.” 

Their absence could allow 
the region to become less tol- 
erant as it loses the diversity 
that has characterized it for 
centuries. And that could have 
long-term geopolitical conse- 
quences, Shea said. 

“It’s a profound loss,” Shea 
said. “These populations have 
lived together for a long time, 
but if this continues, it will not 
be a plural society any more. 
I?ll be devoid of non- 
Muslims.”

“He says his mind is 
focused only on beating 
Cleveland,” Salkin said, refer- 
ring to San Francisco’s final 
game Sunday. 

Singletary was a Hall of 
Fame linebacker for the 
Chicago Bears. Though he has 
no experience as a head coach 
or coordinator, Singletary’s 
playing experience could 
make him a popular choice 
with Falcons players embit- 


tered by Petrino’s sudden exit. 

Petrino was the Falcons’ 
choice after Jim Mora was 
fired last year. 

Emmitt Thomas has been 
the interim head coach for the 
final three games. The Falcons 
(3-12), who have lost six 
straight, end their season 
Sunday with a home game 
against Seattle. 

Falcons owner Arthur 
Blank also plans to hire a new

general manager to replace 
Rich McKay, who may remain 
as president.

Eagles edge 
Spartans in 
Champs

ORLANDO, Fla. — Matt Ryan 
and Boston College had a much more 
enjoyable trip to Florida this time 
around. 

Ryan threw three touchdown pass- 
es, two to Rich Gunnell, and the 
Eagles extended the nation’s longest 
bowl winning streak to eight with a 
24-21 victory over Michigan State in 
the Champs Sports Bowl on Friday. 

Boston College (11-3) won 11 
games for the first time since 1940, 
but it was a season that at times had 
the promise of being even better. 

The Eagles were ranked No. 2 in 
the country after rallying to beat 
Virginia Tech in late October. But 
they ended the regular season losing 
three of five, including a rematch 
with the Hokies in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference title game in 
Jacksonville, and ended up in the 
Champs Sports Bowl. 

They found plenty of motivation, 
though, wanting to extend their 
impressive bowl streak and send 
Ryan and his fellow seniors out on a 
high note. 

Ryan finished 22-of-47 for 249 
yards, but he also had an interception 
and a costly fumble. 

Gunnell had six catches for 138 
yards, including TD receptions of 29 
and 68 yards. 

Both catches came against 
Michigan State freshman Chris 
Rucker, who was playing for the first 
time since having three medical pro- 
cedures in the last two months to cor- 
rect a detached retina. 

BC All-America safety Jamie 
Silva had two interceptions and was 
the game’s most valuable player. 

The Eagles sealed the win with 
their fourth interception of the game. 
Paul Anderson picked off Brian 
Hoyer’s pass and returned it to the 
Michigan State 29 with 2:29 remain- 
ing. 

The Eagles ran out the clock from 
there. 

Hoyer finished with five turnovers 
— four interceptions and a fumble — 
for the Spartans (7-6). 

Michigan State, in its first bowl in 
four years, played without four acad- 
emically ineligible players, including 
defensive end Jonal Saint-Dic, one of 
the best pass rushers in the Big Ten. 
Also ineligible were offensive line- 
man Abre Leggins, punt returner 
Terry Love and receiver-cornerback 
T.J. Williams. 

Coach Mark Dantonio also sus- 
pended senior linebacker SirDarean 
Adams for violating an unspecified 
team rule. 

Despite Hoyer’s struggles, he 
made it close down the stretch — 
thanks mostly to Ryan’s fumble. 

Leading 24-13 in the fourth, Ryan 
fumbled as he was sacked by Greg

USC seniors stayed and got another Rose Bowl trip

BEVERLY HILLS — 
Sedrick Ellis and Lawrence 
Jackson came back to 
Southern California for their 
senior seasons and got every- 
thing they’d hoped for. 

OK, almost everything. 

The star defensive linemen 
enjoyed another year of the 
“college experience,” took 
more steps toward becoming 
well-rounded young men and 
certainly enjoyed a boost in 
their NFL draft status. 

As for that national title 
that seemed like a good bet — 
well, the Trojans came up a bit 


short on that front, once again. 

Which led them back to the 
Rose Bowl, the second 
straight year USC (10-2) has 
made it to the “Granddaddy of 
"Em All” as an also-ran and 
been put in the awkward posi- 
tion of acting like there’s no 
better game to be at this time 
of year. 

In fact, messed up as col- 
lege football has been this 
year, there’s still only one ulti- 
mate destination — and that’s 
New Orleans for the BCS title 
game. It’s where the sixth- 
ranked Trojans were favored 
to go after a 32-18 romp over 
Michigan in last year’s Rose 


Bowl established them as this 
season’s preseason No. 1. 

“I think you can’t help but 
to imagine those things, the 
‘what if, what if,” Ellis said. 
“But the reality of it is, we’re 
in the Rose Bowl, which is a 
great bowl.” 

That’s about as close to 
candor as you'll get from 
these Trojans, who have been 
well versed in the party line:

Randle scored 14 points in the 
first half to shake his team out 
of its offensive slump and 
California made a school- 
record 16 3-pointers on the 
way to a 102-65 win over 
Long Beach State in a first- 
round game of the Golden 
Bear Classic on Friday night. 

Randle finished with 20 
points, including five 3-point- 
ers, and had four assists for 
California, which held the 
49ers to 15 points in the first 
half and kept Long Beach 
State winless on the road this 
season. 

Jamal Boykin, playing in 
just his second game for the 
Bears after transferring from 
Duke, added 18 points and 10 
rebounds for the Bears (8-2), 
who play North Dakota State 
in the championship game of 
the two-day tournament on 
Saturday. The Bison defeated 
Bucknell, 68-60, in an earlier 
game. 

California opened the game 
by missing 11 of its first 12 
shots from the floor but had 
no problems against the 
smaller, slower 49ers, who 
were no match once the 
Bears’ offense got rolling. 

Randle had two of his 3- 
pointers in the second half, the 


last of which came as part of 
four straight 3-pointers by the 
Bears during a 14-2 run when 
California built a 77-39 lead. 

The Bears, coming off their 
lone home loss of the season 
against Utah on Dec. 22, led 
by as many as 44 and finished 
the game 16 of 31 from 3- 
point range. 

The 16 3’s broke the previ- 
ous California record of 15 set 
against Southern Cal on Jan. 
24, 2002. 

Greg Plater had 15 points 
while Darnell Porter had 10 
points, seven rebounds and 
four assists for Long Beach 
State (3-7). The 49ers, strug- 
gling under first-year coach 
Dan Monson after losing five 
starters from last year’s team 
that won the Big West 
Conference and advanced to 
the NCAA Tournament, shot 
just 38.1 percent from the 
floor and were 10 of 30 on 3- 
pointers. 

Ryan Anderson, Cal’s lead- 
ing scorer who went in aver- 
aging 22.8 points a game, was 
held to 12 points, his fewest 
since scoring 11 in a season- 
opening win over Southern 
Mississippi.

“I know how we match up 
against those guys. We’d do 
pretty good,” Jackson said 
when asked how USC would 
match up against LSU and 
Ohio State, the teams in the 
BCS title game. “I believe in 
our team. We have a philoso- 
phy and way of doing things. 
It doesn’t matter who we play 
or where we play. We can take 
our game anywhere and chal- 
lenge anybody.” 

Who’s to argue? 

And who can argue with 
the decisions Ellis and 
Jackson made to stay? 

Ellis could have been a low 
first-round draft pick had he 
left after last season. 
Unsatisfied with that projec- 
tion and feeling harried by the 
bang-bang nature of declaring 
as an underclassman, he 
decided to stay. This year, he 
was an All-America selection 
with a career-high 8 1/2 sacks. 
He projected by some analysts 
as a top-five NFL pick. 

“I spoke with Coach 
Carroll many times,” Ellis 
said. “He thought it would be 
a good idea if I came back. I 
thought it was a good deci- 
sion. I think we were both 
right.” 

Jackson wasn’t rated quite 


as highly as Ellis, but he also 
was strongly considering 
leaving. He was rewarded 
with a second-team All- 
America selection and led the 
Trojans with 9 1/2 sacks. He’s 
also looking like a first-round 
pick. 

“At one point, I was outta 
here,” Jackson said. “But then 
I had to kind of step back. My 
heart was not really in that 
decision. Ultimately, I felt 
there was still work to be 
done. If we could get most of 
our core guys back and not 
have them leave for the NFL, 
they should be pretty good. So 
that played a big factor, com- 
ing back to a great team.” 

It was a crazy year in col- 
lege football, however — one 
in which being as great as 
USC once appeared wasn’t 
good enough. 

The irony is that by return- 
ing, Jackson and Ellis, two

their decisions for all the right 
reasons, will benefit on a per- 
sonal level because their draft 
status will rise. 

As for the team they came 
back to? 

No national title. But none 
of the Trojans would dare 
complain about ending the 
season at the Rose Bowl. 
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‘The Ghost’ haunted by 
wife’s battle with leukemia

GILROY — Robert Guerrero’s world is 
calm during his dawn training runs in the 
Diablo Range’s rambling foothills. The IBF 
featherweight champion relishes the daily 
grind of roadwork amid the faint garlic aroma 
that always hangs in his hometown’s cool air. 

“You get used to it after a while, but when 
you go out of town and come back, you smell 
it again,’ Guerrero says. “I like to smell it 
now.” 

When the fighter known since childhood as 
“The Ghost” returns to his home a few miles 
away, the calm recedes just like that familiar 
fragrance. The holiday season has been both 
more frightening and more joyous than any- 
thing he’s ever known. 

Casey Guerrero, his wife and the mother of 
their two children, was diagnosed with 
leukemia less than two weeks before his fight 
against Martin Honorio last month. 

He spent several nights sleeping on the floor 
of a hospital room before the fight, and he did- 
n’t get to Tucson, Ariz., until the day before the 
bout. In the nervous moments before heading 
into an unfriendly ring at a desert casino, his 
father crystallized his purpose. 

“This is what puts your food on the table,” 
Ruben Guerrero told his son. “This is what’s 
going to pay your medical bills for your wife.” 

After the Arizona fans booed his name, the 
Ghost knocked out Honorio 56 seconds into 
the first round with one stunning punch — and 
two hours later, he was on his way back home 
to Casey. 

He’s spent the eight weeks since his victory 
in a whirlwind of motion and emotion. When 
he’s not shuttling Casey to doctors’ visits in the 
Bay Area, he’s practicing the finer points of 
changing diapers or putting a 2-year-old girl’s 
hair into a ponytail — and he never lets him- 
self get out of shape. 

“Tve got a lot of responsibility on me,” 
Guerrero says. “A lot of people are counting on 
me to do my best at everything I need to do, so 
I don’t want to let anybody down. My father, 
my wife, my children, my team — everybody 
is counting on me.” 

With ample support from his family and in- 
laws, the 24-year-old champion is juggling his 
duties as a fighter, a husband, a father, and a 
brother to another aspiring boxer with dreams 
of glory. 

So far, Guerrero hasn’t dropped anything. 

“He’s a tough kid, but nobody would know 
how to react to that,” says Ruben Guerrero, 
who’s also his son’s trainer. “It’s a big shock 
when they tell you your wife has cancer, and 
they don’t know if she’s going to die. It was 
tough for everybody to deal with.” 

His father suspects the third of his four 
fighting sons was particularly well equipped to 
handle such a challenge. Aside from his inher- 
ited discipline, he seems to be that rare boxer 
without a grandiose bone in his body, which is 
dramatically skinny even when he isn’t making 
weight. 


He doesn’t wear jewelry or gaudy clothing, 
and he still lives in humble Gilroy, venturing 
away only for training and fights. Fittingly, his 
favorite boxer is Salvador Sanchez, the under- 
dog Mexican featherweight who became a sur- 
prise world champion before dying at 23 ina 
1982 car crash. 

“The people around me keep me focused on 
boxing instead of the other stuff,” Guerrero 
says. “Casey plays a big role in that, and so 
does my father.” 

Ruben Guerrero was a Golden Gloves 
champion in both Texas and San Francisco 
before raising his family in Gilroy. When 
young Robert showed an interest in the hurting 
business, Ruben developed a plan to maximize 
his wiry son’s potential — everything from a 
strict early morning training regimen to a strin- 
gent diet. 

Though Robert has worked with respected 
trainers Freddie Roach and Joe Goossen, his 
father is still in charge. 

“TI hear him knocking on the door at 4 
a.m., saying, "Come on, we’ll drink coffee and 
wait for the sun to rise,” Robert says. “He 
pushed me. He still does.” 

After a steady rise through the amateur 
ranks and a near-miss with the U.S. Olympic 
team, Guerrero won the IBF title in September 
2006 when Eric Aiken quit on his stool. 
Guerrero lost the belt to Orlando Salido two 
months later — but Salido tested positive for 
steroids, voiding the result. 

When Casey gave birth to their son, Robert, 
just 10 months ago, Guerrero was in Denmark 
reclaiming the vacant title by beating Spend 
Abazi, even winning cheers from Abazi’s 
home crowd with a ninth-round knockout. 

Casey and Robert have been together since 
their early days at Gilroy High School. She 
backed his progression through a dangerous 
sport, and her illness shook him in ways his 
support team couldn’t have guessed from his 
wordless focus in Tucson. 

“I was talking to her on the phone, and she 
was asking exactly what time I was fighting,” 
Guerrero says. “I told her, and she said, ’OK, 
I'll be praying at exactly 7 o’clock. Don’t think 
about me. Just think about what you have to 
do.’ That’s the way she is.” 

And Guerrero believes he’ll have Casey’s 
support for the rest of his life. Two weeks ago, 
on her 24th birthday, Casey learned her 
leukemia was in remission. 

Until Casey makes a full recovery, the 
Ghost will keep doing the right thing for his 
family and his profession. Between the dawn 
runs and the evening’s fatherly duties, 
Guerrero even finds time to spar with his 15- 
year-old brother, Randy, an outstanding multi- 
sport athlete who recently stopped playing 
baseball and basketball to concentrate on the 
family business. 

“I get him real good sometimes,” Robert 
Guerrero says with a laugh. “I’m just coming 
off a fight, so I’m in great shape, but he says, 
I’m ready for you.’ We’ll see.”

testosterone, but he refused treatment. He is 
now 46 and has been getting more and more 
depressed and refuses help. My husband is a 
wonderful man and has always been there for 
me, so I can deal with the lack of sex. Yes, I 
love him that much.

Economy, health care slip past Iraq as top issues in new poll

WASHINGTON — Kitchen table 
worries pushed ahead of the war in 
Iraq over the past month, a shift 
toward pocketbook issues that has 
gained currency as the election year 
dawns. 

More than half the voters in an 
ongoing survey for The Associated 
Press and Yahoo News say the econ- 
omy and health care are extremely 
important to them personally. They 
fear they will face unexpected med- 
ical expenses, their homes will lose 
value or mortgage and credit card 
payments will overwhelm them. 

Events, however, can quickly 
change public opinion. Thursday’s 
assassination of Pakistan opposition 
leader Benazir Bhutto could draw 
more attention to terrorism and 
national security, an issue that still 
ranked highly with the public and 
which 45 percent of those polled 
considered extremely important. 

This latest AP-Yahoo News sur- 
vey of more than 1,800 people by 
Knowledge Networks offers a 
unique opportunity to track changes 
in public attitudes as the presidential 
campaign unfolds. The first poll was 
last month and set a base line to mea- 
sure national sentiment. 

In the new results, men and 
women approaching retirement were 
especially attentive to the economy 
and health care, with six out of 10 
ranking both issues extremely impor- 
tant. Politically, the attention to such 
domestic issues hangs darkly over 
Republicans. Voters say they are far 
more likely to trust Democrats to 
handle the economy and health care. 

Consider Linda Zimmerman, a 
50-year-old sheep farmer from 
Thurmont, Md. Her daughter and 
son-in-law are having trouble keep- 
ing up with two mortgages on a town 
house, she said. One street in her 


neighborhood has five homes for 
sale, and one has been on the market 
for two years. 

Registered as a Republican, she’s 
ready to reconsider. 

“We’re Republicans and I’m very 
unhappy with them, and I’ve been 
watching the Democrats,” she said. 
“We did better when (Bill) Clinton 
was in than we did with Bush. It’s 
just terrible.” 

The Democratic edge on such 
issues illustrates the predicament 
Republicans face going into a presi- 
dential election. Iraq doesn’t domi- 
nate the news as it used to, replaced 
by headlines about slumping home 
sales, high gasoline prices and a 
credit crunch. 

The impact of Bhutto’s assassina- 
tion on public opinion depends on 
whether Americans perceive her 
death as an added threat to the 
United States. Terrorism was the 
only issue polled that Republicans 
were more trusted than Democrats to 
handle well. 

Republican Rudy Giuliani had 
benefited most from people’s fears of 
terrorism. But over the past month 
his level of support dropped, even 
among voters who said terrorism was 
an important issue. Giuliani is now 
trying to get some of those voters 
back, releasing an ad Thursday that 
uses images of the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terrorist attack on New York. 

All in all, though, voters appear to 
be weighing other issues at least as 
heavily as the country heads into the 
first voting of the presidential elec- 
tion. 

Financial worries have risen in 
prominence. Forty-eight percent of 
those polled said Social Security is 
extremely important to them, up 
from 42 percent in November. That’s 
virtually the same as the 46 percent 
who considered Iraq extremely 
important. 

These new public concerns are 
reflected on the campaign trail, 


where candidates are hitting domes- 
tic topics hard. There too, Democrats 
have an edge over Republicans when 
it comes to connecting with their 
core voters. 

Overall, 42 percent of Democrats 
are very or extremely satisfied with 
the amount of attention their favored 
candidates are giving to the issues 
that matter most to them. Only 32 
percent of Republicans feel that way 
about their candidates. Of all the can- 
didates, Democrat Barack Obama 
gets the best rating among his sup- 
porters. 

Bill Hine, a 65-year-old Vietnam 
veteran from Warrenton, Va., consid- 
ers himself a “soft Republican” who 
is partial to John McCain. But the 
nation’s health system needs fixing, 
he said, and he’s not happy with what 
he’s hearing. 

“A lot of Republicans are just 
anti-anything, anti-changing any- 
thing, and that’s one of the things I'll 
be looking at,” he said. 

Six out of 10 people polled said 
they believe it is at least somewhat 
likely that the U.S. economy will 
enter a recession next year. Slightly 
more — 64 percent — said they wor- 
ried about a major unexpected med- 
ical expense, and 55 percent worried 
that the value of their stocks and 
retirement investments would drop. 

Forty-four percent said they were 
concerned that the value of their 
homes would decrease during the 
next six months. That sentiment was 
especially strong in the mountain 
states. 

“Middle-class America is being 
chipped away at,” said Edward 
Lemieux, a 57-year-old pattern 
maker from North Smithfield, R.I., 
who plans to support Obama for 
president. 

His view is influenced by the 
flight of manufacturing jobs from his 
state, by the “For Sale” signs that 
outnumber the “Sold” signs on 
neighborhood lawns and by his 


mother’s health care needs. 

“We’re all of a sudden becoming a 
country of rich and poor,” he said. 
“The middle class is eroding.” 

Despite those worries, respon- 
dents have grown slightly more opti- 
mistic about the direction of the 
nation during the past month. Nearly 
three out of 10 say the country is on 
the right path, compared with 24 per- 
cent last month. This uptick in the 
national mood is evident in both par- 
ties, though it’s much stronger 
among Republicans. Still, more than 
seven out of 10 said they believe the 
U.S. is headed down the wrong track. 

Interest in immigration — a major 
issue in the Republican presidential 
contest — remained the same as last 
month, with 37 percent saying it was 
an extremely important issue. But for 
all the candidates’ efforts to distin- 
guish themselves on that issue, the 
poll found that none of the leading 
contenders holds an advantage 
among Republicans who feel most 
strongly about immigration. 

Sentiments on health care and the 
economy could make a difference in 
the Democratic contest. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton and John 
Edwards supporters have much 
stronger feelings about the economy 
and Social Security than Obama vot- 
ers. Edwards has staked his cam- 
paign on a message of economic 
populism, while Clinton draws 40 
percent of her support from people 
with household incomes of less than 
$25,000, far more than her rivals. 

Clinton, Obama and Edwards 
have been feuding over who would 
provide the most comprehensive 
health care plan. 

Nearly two-thirds of voters polled 
said the United States should adopt a 
universal health insurance program 
“in which everyone is covered under 
a program like Medicare that is run 
by the government and financed by 
taxpayers.” Fewer, but still a majori- 
ty at 54 percent, said they supported 


a single-payer system whereby all 
Americans would get their health 
insurance through a taxpayer- 
financed government plan. 

Lynn Haynes, 42, of Huntington, 
W.Va., works in the state govern- 
ment’s welfare department where she 
sees clients who can’t afford health 
care. What’s more, she has a 35-year- 
old sister who is developmentally 
delayed and “falls into the cracks” of 
government assistance programs. 
She’s a registered Republican, likes 
Giuliani but supports universal 
health care and is giving Democrats 
a hard look. 

“I see too many people at work 
especially who just don’t get any 
health care,” Haynes said. “I look at 
what they get for retirement and 
Social Security, and I don’t see how 
they live on that and afford their pre- 
scriptions.” 

The survey of 1,821 adults was 
conducted from Dec. 14-20, and had 
an overall margin of sampling error 
of plus or minus 2.3 percentage 
points. Included were interviews 
with 847 Democrats, for whom the 
margin of sampling error was plus or 
minus 3.4 points, and 655 
Republicans, with a margin of sam- 
pling error of plus or minus 3.8 
points. 

The poll was conducted over the 
Internet by Knowledge Networks, 
which initially contacted people 
using traditional telephone polling 
methods and followed with online 
interviews. People chosen for the 
study who had no Internet access 
were given it for free.

WASHINGTON — More than 3 mil- 
lion people will have to wait until 
February to get their tax refunds because 
of Congress’ late fix to the alternative 
minimum tax, the IRS said Thursday. 

Congress put a one-year freeze on 
growth of the alternative minimum tax 
last week, shielding many middle- and 
upper-middle income taxpayers from first 
exposure to the tax. But Congress’ late 
action means the Internal Revenue 
Service won’t be able to start processing 
five AMT-related forms until February, 
delaying potential refunds for those peo- 
ple until that month. 

Between 3 million and 4 million peo- 
ple filed in January for their 2006 taxes 
using those forms, with many expecting a 
refund, the IRS said. The average refund 
was $2,324, the agency said. 

“We regret the inconvenience the 
delay will mean for millions of early tax 
filers, especially those expecting a 
refund,” acting IRS Commissioner Linda 
Stiff said. 

As many as 13.5 million people will 
have to wait until Feb. 11 to start filing 
with the five AMT-related forms, but the 
IRS said filing patterns show only 
between 3 million to 4 million of those 


people file during the early tax season 
anyhow. 

The IRS was able to reprogram its 
computers to begin accepting the seven 
other AMT-related forms when the tax 
season opens in early January. 

But the tax packages that will start 
arriving in the mail beginning after New 
Year’s Day were printed in November, 
before the AMT fixes were approved by 
Congress. The IRS has created a special 
section on its Web site, 
http://www.irs.gov, with updated copies 
of AMT forms. 

The alternative minimum tax was 
passed in 1969 and was aimed at about 
155 very wealthy families who used 
deductions to avoid paying any federal 
income tax. The AMT disallows certain 
deductions and credits. It was not adjust- 
ed for inflation; as a result, over the years 
it has hit a growing number of middle- 
income taxpayers. 

More than 4 million were subject to it 
in the 2006 tax year. Without the con- 
gressional fix, more than 20 million fam- 
ilies would have been faced with an extra 
$2,000 tax hit on average. 

The five forms affected by the delay 
are: 

— Form 8863, Education Credits. 

— Form 5695, Residential Energy 


Credits. 

— Form 1040A’s Schedule 2, Child 
and Dependent Care Expenses for Form 
1040A Filers. 

— Form 8396, Mortgage Interest 
Credit and 

— Form 8859, District of Columbia 
First-Time Homebuyer Credit. 

Any taxpayer using those forms will 
have to wait until February to file their 
taxes, the agency said. The IRS will 
begin processing those forms on Feb. 11, 
and the first refunds for those people will 
start going out 10 to 14 days later. 

More than 100 million people got 
refunds during the last tax season. 

An executive at Kansas City, Mo.- 
based H&R Block Inc., the nation’s 
largest tax preparer, suggested there 
might be ways for people to increase the 
speed of their refunds. 

“We can help taxpayers claiming the 
child and dependent care credit avoid the 
delay by using alternative forms to file 
their return,” said Tim Gokey, group 
president of H&R Block Tax Services. 
“Taxpayers can also file their return ear- 
lier by not claiming the credits being 
blocked until Feb. 11, and then filing an 
amended return later to claim the addi- 
tional credits.”
